loyalty to the noblest and freest Gjvornment in 
the world. And now, since ber profFsrf d media • 
tioo has been .spumed and ber s<.il invaded by tbs 
Coofedeeate armies, she deems it fit that she 
should announce to the world, that, standing 
firmly by her Government, she will resist every 
effort to deetroy it, and she calls upon ber trne 
aod heroic sons to rally aronnd the standard cf 
their country, and put forth the whole energies 
of the Commonwealth till the rebellion shall be 
overthrown, and the just supremacy of the Ka- 
tionai Woveraroent rball be restor^ and maiu- 
tained ever}'wbere within its limits.

A bankrupt law, havlog a retrospective force, 
is being agitated in this region; and 1 also notice 
in Hodge's B.4nk Note Reporter of Nov. 16tb, 
1861. publishoi in the ci(y of New York, that it 
is being favorably thought of there, and ui being 
highly I r >bable that the next seseion of Cuo- 
gre» will piss sueb^ law. 

It does seem to me that the people of tbe great 
cities of tbe Ea^^ North, and West would ba tb« 
last In the world to advocate the enactment cf 
such a law, as it surely would bear herder cn 
them thao on anv other psrt of the country.

It 
would surely not be politic for the representatives 
of tbe loyal people whou they assemble at Wash- 
ington to famish tho>*e deliverance who brought 
thtse troubhs on tbe country. They shi uld 
sternly refuse lo furnish any means of relief to 
the tnemies of our glorious institnliona and Union, 
e pecially when, as in tU) ca'e, those who are 
and have hern loyal would be the greatest suffer- 
ers. '1 bis rebtllion commenced in wickedness, 
aod one promieeot idea with them is the getting 
rid of paying their d^.bts; and it does ssem to me 
that it would be the most suicidal act that the 
representatives of the people could commit to pass 
a general bankrupt law* If a bankrupt law is 
n<^ed at all, it is one to take efftct from and 
after its passage, that would probably avert from 
our country* such frequ^t tiaaockil revulsions.

The intrusion of bide issues into the deter- 
ininatiou of grave and important questions is 
ono of tho most sad and mortifying instances 
of human infirmity. Cut those off, and no 
scope would remain for sophistry, and hardly 
any for the play of passion and prejudice. At 
any rate, men of strong iotollect and high 
principle would, almost always, arrive at the 
same cone lubiuos. 

Kentuckians have been called, and in most 
respects with very groat justice, “a law-abiding 
people." True, amongst our tioating popula- 
tion, not a few fillibustcrs and cut-throats 
could be met with; but our landholders and 
hou<^holdcr8 were, and are, sedate and honest 
pcojile, conspicuous for homely and household 
virtues, and like all the branches of the Anglo- 
Saxon race, every where, an order-loving and 
a law-abiding people. How any of them have 
been seduced into joining, or approving, or 
even ajx)logizing for and tolerating, this law- 
subverting, and llcaren-defying rebellion, is 
absolutely inconceivable. What if Lincoln is 
not the man of our choice, ho is just as much 
the I’resident of the United States as if be 
were. What if the heads of department were 
llagitious characters, to a man; their acts are 
legal acts, all the same. What if tho acts of 
the Government were an hundred fold more 
despotic than they are, if they fall short of the 
enormity which justifies revolution — to me, 
they are the ordinances of God: “for the l*ow- 
ers that be are ordained of God.” Whiht 
under their lawful rule, and whilst they are 
engaged in a struggle, upon the success of 
which tho Union, the Constitution, the su- 
premacy of law, aud the proserA'alion of order 
depend, for mo to decry or denounce that 
Government, to lessen the respect due to it, 
cither by thought, word, or deed, is in direct 
violation of one of the plainest duties of a 
Christian man and a good citizen. 

To entertain a serious doubt with regard to 
tho final result of tbis great struggle Ic rays 
u sort of religious infidelity. Evil, fur a while, 
may seem to get the upper band; but short is 
the triumph of the wicked. Despotism, in many 
lands, has long held and still holds most cruel 
sway —true patriots are banished, and heroic 
friends of a well-regulated liberty rot in dun- 
geons. But these all only abide their time, 
and wait patiently or impatiently the working 
out of that sublime maxim, “The blood of 
martyrs is the seed of tho Church!" But the 
enemies of mild and well-regulated governments 
have rarely, if ever, prospered, oven for a sea 
son — traitors against a beneficent government, 
never! 

To suppose, for a moment, that they ever 
could, would be to suppose that the Almighty 
Ruler of tho Universe is not the friend of law 
and order, and that He has not jdedged all Ills 
glorious attributes to the protection and preser- 
vation of THt Right. 

In the stupendous confiict now going on in 
Kentucky aud through all our border.-^, God 
has not been dethroned, neither has be abdi- 
cated. eitlicr in favor of Satan, or of any of 
tlioso deluded and misguided men, who, what- 
ever they themselves may think of it (as from 
their stand-jioiut they probably do not perceive 
it at all), are nev'crtbeless the agents and emie- 
saries of tho Spirit of all Evil; who, by way 
of eminence, is called the accuser of his broth 
rec; and the whole aim of whose rebellion is 
to produce disunion, to promote discord, to 
undermine authority, aud utterly to subvert all 
law and order, throughout the Universe. Such 
wrong-doing shall not, cannot prevail. Tho 
victory shall at length be pronounced on the 
side of G^d — ana the Right!

Free Nkokoks in our State. — T he third 
section of the act concerning “F'reo Negroes, 
Mulattocs, and Emancipation,” which was ap- 
proved March 3, 18G0, aud went into operation 
on the first of this year, provides that any 
free negro or mulatto not a resident of Ken 
tacky, who shall come into the State for any 
purpose or upon any pretext whatever, unlcts 
in obedience to the process of a court, shall be 
deemed guilty of a felony, and, u]x>q convic- 
tion, beconfined in the penitentiary from one to 
five years. No amendment has been made to 
this law, except that of January 2.‘», IftGI 
which allows owners of steamboats to employ 
free negroes, who shall not be subject to the 
penalities unless they come on shore, and also 
permits stewards to land for the purjjose of 
marketing, with tho written permission of the 
captain or clerk. Wc have been rcqticstcd to 
call attention to tho provisions of this very 
stringent act, as they seem to have been for 
gotten or overlooked by ollicers frtni other Stales 
who may desire to bring free colored servants 
with them. Unless tho Legislature, at its 
present session, makes some exception in favor 
of tho attendants upon officers in the service, 
it will bo the imperative duty of our authori 
tics to see that tho provisions of this law arc 
rigidly enforced. 

CSr Col. Forney, in his latest “Occasional 
letter from Washington, pays this high tribute 
to Dr. Rub. J. Breckinridge: 

Washinotow, Nov. 2G, 18CI 

The Rev. Robert J. BreckinridKa i< a great 
man. Of the eminent men in the Border Slates 
who have reinaioed true to the cause of tho Uoion, 
few deserve more prabe than this elcquent divine. 

He is A Southern man in education, in sympathy, 
and in sentiment. His connections with the 
Sautb are extensive. He is the uncle and guar- 
dian of John C. Breckinridge, and b^ars towards 
him all the toeder and gentle relations of a fa- 
ther to a son- la the advancement of bis nephew 
Dr. Breckiaridge has taken a deep interest, and, 
perhaps, to no man d;«4 the ex-Vice-President 
owe as daep a debt ( f gratitude. 

In Kentucky the Breckiiriige family is pow- 
erful, and the leader of the Breckinridge family 
is tbe clergyman. His views on political ques- 
tions lave gone far towards conlrolling public 
^critiniout in Kentucky, aul the atf-ection the 
people feel for the mar, aoi the cuotidence thev 
have in his wisdom and frank nes.^ are unbounded. 

You know what the position of Robert J. 
Ilreckloride has been in this crisis. You know 
how steadily, how bravely, bowafTeclioDataly be 
has oppo'ed the secession proclivities of bis 
nephew, and endeavored to win him away from the 
snares of the traitors who used him for their own 
promoiion and discarded him in tho hour cf their 
seeming proiperity. 

I am led to speak thus of Dr. Breckinridge by 
a [Mirusai of an article rimublished in tho Louis- 
ville Journal, from the Danville Review, a theo- 
logical publication, eotilled “The CJivil war — iti 
Nature and Kod." It is ono of the mn«t splendid 
prcductioDS of this gifted divine. lU logic is 
clear, its argument exhaustive, and its patrioti 2 >m 
of the bigheit character. Ooo of Lis most lieau- 
tifu) and p'’6tic arguments is an illustration of 
the Union feeling which so strongly exists in the 
mouotain region i of Western Virginia, M.iryland, 
Kontuc^, Tt ure^rea, Alabami, and North Car- 
lina. “lAe Moumain K npire, ' as be cills it, “is 
a bxdy of Mountains, all abutting on the leR bank 
of the Ohio, which covers all Western Virginia 
and all Kasiorn Kentucky, and the wid h, from 
east to west, in these States of three or four hundred 
miles. These mountains stretch eoutbwestward- 
ly, passing entirely through Teone.-see, overing 
parts of North Carol na and Georgia, heivhv in- 
vading the north part of AlaLama, aod making 
a figure even In the back parts of South Caro- 
lina and the western parts of Mississippi, having 
a course of perhaps seven or eight hundred miles, 
and running far south of the northern limit of 
profitable cotton culture. It ia a region of thirty 
tbousantl cquare miles, trenching upon eight or 
nine sHve 8 ates; though ncnrly destitute of 
slaves; trenching upon nearly five cotton 8tate.«, 
though raising no cotton itself." 

You will see in this argument of Dr. Breckin- 
ridge the territorial and agricultural queeuon 
which bids fair to occupy an important part in 
the termiDatioD cf Ibis rebellion; aud waen we 
speak of the men of Kistern Teunossee, and 
praise so lavishly their loyalty and self-sacrifice, 
we are but speakiog of a people who occupy the 
heart of what Dr. Breckluridge calls “the Moun- 
tain Empire." 

They ^pve us from their midst men e'lually as 
groat as Douglas of Illinois. Baker of Oregon, 
Broderick of California, or Webster of Massa- 
chusetts. In their socie’y they have all the 
elements which go to make a free, happy, pros- 
perous, and permanent people. Andrew John- 
son is the type cf these m 'untaineerr; and there 
is no other Southern man, let me say, who 
pos^sses to so great a degree ths prevailing 
traits of the true Northerner — courage, frark 
D6A8, loyalty, and energy — as tbis eminent and 
gallant'Senator. 

Accordingly, there is in the Illustration of Dr. 
Breckinridge a singular and appropriate beauty. 

I have (iflen thought of these mountain people, 
and have often felt Ih-iltbeydo not receive the 
praise they merit. They are making themselves 
lelt (i»-day in their oppoeition to au overbeaiini; 
tyranny. They will ineke themselves fell to-mor- 
row, when they really know their own strength, 
and the oligarchy of ihe South begins to reel and 
fsll bflfbro the blowa of the Republic. If the 
South is to l>e saved to this (Dvornment — if iis 
people are to be reunited, and it is to become 
again a component part of a proeperous Union, I 
look to these mountain people for great assistance 
iu the accomplishment of that result. qso
